DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I, Method of making a waterproof zipper where the zipper PU gel is 
coated on the backside of the fastener strip and a PU film is adhered with PU gel on the 
backsides of the fastener strips by using rollers - Claims 1 -8. 

Species II, Method of making a waterproof zipper where PU gel is pressed into 
the fastener strips by using a capillary effect, vaporizing solvent in the PU gel in a drying 
box and adhering a PU film with the PU gel on the backsides of the fastener strips by 
using rollers - Claim 9-1 5. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there are no generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
